And now with your Bible turned 
to the 22nd chapter of Genesis, 
we are ready for the message. 
Quartette, I want you to sing, 
“Nothing But the Blood.” 

Now for the benefit of those who 
are unable to have their Bibles 
with them, I am going to read a 
few verses of the 22nd chapter: 

“And it came to pass after 
these things, that God did 
tempt Abraham, and said unto 
him, Abraham: and he said, 
Behold, here I am, 

“2. And he said, Take now 
thy son, thine only son Isaac, 
whom thou lovest, and get thee 
into the land of Moriah; and 
offer him there for a burnt- 
offering upon one of the moun- 
tains which I will tell thee of. 

“3. And Abraham rose up 
early in the morning, and sad- 
dled his ass, and took two of 
his young men with him, and 
Isaac his son, and clave the 
wood for the burnt-offering, 
and rose up, and went unto the 
place of which God had told 
him. 

“4. Then on the third day 
Abraham lifted up his eyes, 
and saw the place afar off.

“13. And Abraham lifted up 
his eyes, and looked, and behold 
behind him a ram caught in a 
thicket by his horns: and 
Abraham went and took the 
ram, and offered him up for a 


burnt-offering in the stead of 

his son. 

“14, And Abraham called the 
name of that place Jehovah- 
jireh...” 

I want to give you two things 
in this message tonight. First, I 
want to bring a short message to 
those who are going through trials, 
and then bring a message out of 
this chapter on the typical appli- 


cation, the typical picture. I will _ 


talk out of my heart. 


Why Testings and Trials Come 


Are you going through trials and 
testings today? Are your burdens 
more than you can bear? Are you 
beginning to question and ask 
yourself, “Why do I have to have 
all these fiery trials? Will there 
ever be any let-up? Will this al- 
ways last?” Well, I want you to 
see in a few minutes how Abra- 
ham, God’s friend, was tested per- 
haps more than anyone else has 
been tested since. 


Note in the first verse: “... after 
these things...” Look back over 
the pages between this chapter and 
chapter 12 and you will find that 
after some nine great trials, this 
was the real testing. Each one 
more than the previous one, and 
now we find Abraham facing a cli- 
max, the supreme test of the jour- 
ney of offering his own son on the 
altar of sacrifice. mae 


You know I learned some pre- 
cious lessons from that. I learned 
that sometimes God does not put 
heavy burdens and trials upon 
weak souls. If you are going 
through heavy trials, thank God 
that you are counted worthy to .- 
endure such fiery trials for the 
Lord. Educate your faith by test- 
ings, by trials, which increase lit- 
tle by little in proportion as your 
faith increases. These are some les- 
sons learned in God's spiritual 
university, a testing laboratory 
where faith is tested. God only ex- 
pects us to do a man’s work.and

7 Men Went Singing Into Heaven 


“One of the strangest experiences 
of my life is connected with war,” 
says Nordenberg, an eminent en- 
gineer of Finland. 


“IT offered my services to the 
Government and was appointed an 
officer in Gen. Mannerheim’s army. 
It was a terrible time. We be- 
sieged the town. It had been taken 
by the Red Army and we retook it. 
A number of Red prisoners were 
under my guard. Seven of them 
were to be shot at dawn on Mon- 
day. I shall never forget the pre- |, 
ceding Sunday. The seven doomed 
men were kept in the basement of 
the town hall. In the passage my 
men stood at attention with their 
rifles. 

“The atmosphere was filled with 
hatred. My soldiers were drunk 
with victory and taunted their 
prisoners, who swore as much as 
they could and beat the walls with 
their bleeding fists. Others called 
for their wives and children who 
were far away. At dawn they were 
all to die. 

“Then something happened: one 
of the men doomed to death began 
to sing! ‘He is mad,’ was every- 
body’s first thought. But I had 
noticed that this man, Koskinen, 
had not raved and cursed like the 
others. Quietly he had sat on his 
bench, a picture of utter despair. 
Nobody said an to him — 
each was carrying burden in 
his own way and Koskinen ae, 
rather waveringly at first, then 
voice grew stronger and filled out, 


the prisoners turned and looked at 
the singer who now seemed to be in 
his element: 


‘Safe in the arms of Jesus 
Safe on His gentle breast, 
There by His love o’ershaded, 
Sweetly my soul shall rest. 


“ “Hark, ‘tis the voice of angels, 
Borne in a song to me, 
Over the fields of glory 
Over the jasper sea.’ 


“Over and over again Koskinen 
sang that verse and when he had 
finished, every one was quite for a 
few minutes until a wild-looking 
individual broke out with, “Where 
did you get that, you fool? Are 
you trying to make us religious?’ 


“Koskinen looked at his com- 
rades and his eyes filled with tears. 
Then he asked quietly, ‘Comrades, 
will you listen to me for a minute? 
You asked me where I got this 
song: it was from the Salvation 
Army. I heard it there three weeks 
ago. At first I also laughed at this 
song but it got me. My mother 
sang about Jesus and prayed to 
Him.’ 


“He stopped as if to gather 
strength: then he rose to his feet, 
being the soldier he was, looked 
straight in front of him and con- 
tinued, ‘It is cowardly to hide your 
beliefs: the God mother be- 
lieved in has now become my God 
also. I cannot tell you how it hap- 
pened, but I know that it has hap- 
pened. I lay awake last night and

have a man’s afflictions when we 
have passed on from the childhood 
state and have arrived at the 
stature of men in Christ Jesus. 
God’s command is, “Quit you like 
men, be strong.” And He can’t do 
it and you can’t do it — He can’t 
put trials upon you if your shoul- 
ders are weak. 


First of all, back in the book of 
Judges, Gideon had to be brought 
to the place of full surrender and 
faith in God’s strength before he 
could go out, and even then when 
the multitude wanted to go with 
him he had to select only a small 
number of those, the ones who had 
been really tried and tested, to go 
out into the warfare. 


Take Abraham in the deliverance 
of Lot from Sodom, he took only 
318, born in his own household, 
tested and tried and true soldiers. 
I will tell you right now, we are 
engaged in a terrific spiritual war- 
fare, for we wrestle not against 
flesh and blood. God can only trust 
those who can endure hardness as 
good soldiers. God cannot fully 
trust those who are weak, untried, 
untrained, and so He must give us 
further intense training, and the 
trials which He gives us are actual 
_ field experiences in the life of a 
--good soldier, to give strength and 
_ experience, remembering that the 
trial of your faith, being much 
more precious than of gold that 
perisheth, though it be tried with 
fire, might be found unto praise 
and honor and glory at the appear- 
ing of Jesus Christ. 


Further, we are told in Hebrews 
that “whom the Lord loveth he 
chasteneth, and scourgeth every 
son whom he receiveth,” and that, 
being a son of God through faith 
in Christ Jesus, we shall meet with 
much tribulation and enter in after 
much tribulation. But with the 
trials — I want to say this — here 
is a paradox — then comes great 
joy and peace. the peace which 
passeth all understanding — and 
_ joy and the peace and the sweet- 
ness of fellowship and communion 
far outweighs all the trials that He 
may ask us to experience. We read 
further in Hebrews, “Now no 
chastening for the present seemeth 
_to.be. joyous, but grievous: never- 
theless afterward”—underline that 
little word afterward in the lith 
verse of the 12th chapter of 
Hebrews — “afterward it yieldeth 
the peaceable fruit of righteousness 
unto them which are exercised 
thereby.” Don’t forget the word 
afterward. You know weeping may 
endure or last for a night, but joy 
cometh in the morning. 


Now just one other word before 
I come to the typical application. 


Reading through part of this 
chapter about the trial that was 
given to Abraham about the offer- 
4ag.up of his son, and how Isaac 
was withdrawn and unharmed, I 
want you to notice this point. You 
give up things for the Lord Jesus, 
you give up some things that may 
seem dear to you, and God will 
make it up to you thirty, sixty or 
one hundred fold. 

Those three Hebrew children 
were thrown into the fiery furnace, 

ast in that furnace seven times 
hot. Why, what happened? One 
like unto the Son of Man walked 
with them and the cords that bound 
them were burned loose and when 
those three Hebrew children came 
out from the fire they did not have 
a hair on their head singed, not 
even the smell of fire upon their 
clothes and they had the blessed 
experience of personally walking 
with the Son of Man, the Lord 
Jesus Christ. I want to say this to 
you, that the more fiery the trial 
may become, the closer and more 
blessed will be the fellowship and 
companionship of Christ. Those of 
you. who are spiritual know what 
I am saying and will appreciate 
what I am saying. 

Now notice in this 22nd chapter 
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that not only was the trial with- 
drawn, but Abraham had the ex- 
perience and approval of God. He 
says to Abraham, “Now I know 
that thou fearest God.” Oh, listen, 
it is wonderful to have the finger 
of divine approval upon your life. 
If God be for us, who can be 
against us? And if our hearts con- 
demn us not, we know we are 
walking in fellowship and can ask 
whatsoever we will and it shall be 
done unto us. But those things only 
come after trials and testings and 
experiences. 


And then another blessed 
thought. Abraham had a clearer 
view of Christ than ever before. 
For Christ, speaking of Abraham, 
said, “Abraham rejoiced to see my 
day: and he saw it, and was giad.”’ 
And I can say from personal ex- 
perience that Mrs. Fuller and I 
have gone through the fiery fur- 
naces. I cannot take time to tell 
you about it here, but I would like 
to say this, that through them all 
we have had a clearer, a more com- 
prehensive view of the Christ of 
glory and it is wonderful. One 
glimpse of Him spoils the fellow- 
ship for the world. And the trouble 
with all who are wrapped up in 
carnality and the things of this 
world is this — they haven’t had a 
clear-cut vision of the resurrected, 
risen Christ. 

Another thing, and then I am go- 
ing to pass on to the typical 
teaching. (Oh, this is a wonderful 
chapter!) God’s name was more 
fully revealed that day. In the 14th 
verse Abraham called the name of 
that place “Jehovah-jireh,” and 
that word means “my Lord who 
will supply.”’ Through that test- 
ing he appreciated more the sup- 
plying quality of Jehovah. 


Abraham and Isaac Types of God, 
Christ and Salvation 


Now we come to the types, and 
I love to give them. Reading from 
the 22nd chapter of Genesis I just 
jotted down five or six points which 


‘I will give to you quickly in the 


next fifteen minutes. 


In the 2nd verse of the 22nd 
chapter we have a picture of the 
father’s heart. Abraham is more 
prominent in this chapter than 
Isaac, and the affections of the fa- 
ther’s heart are displayed more 
conspicuously here. Notice what 
God said to him, “Take now thy 
son, thine only son Isaac, whom 
thou lovest.” Why, beloved, every 
one of those words cut like a knife. 
After nine great trials for Abra- 
ham, this is the climax, this is the 
mountain top experience if I might 
speak that way. “Take now thy 
son, thine only son Isaac.”’ You do 
not find Abraham questioning God 
here. My, what a beautiful pic- 
ture it is of the Father who so 
loved the world that He gave His 
only begotten Son, that whosoever 
believeth in Him should not perish 
but have everlasting life. 


And the instant obedience on the 
part of Abraham! “Take now” — 
and we find Abraham rising early 
in the morning, and he was obedi- 
ent. Beloved, listen, had not God 
promised He would have a child 
through whom the inheritance 
would come? “Take now thy son, 
whom thou lovest, the son of thine 
heart, and take him up to the place 
and sacrifice.” ‘My, what words 
are these! And then in the 3rd 
verse we have here a picture of the 
father setting apart his son for a 
sacrifice — “‘And Abraham rose up 
early in the morning, and saddled 
his ass, and took two of his young 
men with him, and Isaac his son, 
and clave the wood for the burnt- 
offering, and rose up, and went un- 
to the place of which God had told 
him,” the setting apart of his son 
for a sacrifice. 


When you turn to the 12th chap- 
ter of Exodus you find onthe night 
of the passover they were to take 
a little lamb on the tenth day, four 
days before the night of the pass- 
over and set it apart as a sacrifice. 
So Christ our passover was set 
apart, foreordained before the 
foundation of the world. And in 
Acts we read of Him, how He, be- 
ing delivered by the determinate 
counsel and foreknowledge of God, 
ye have taken, and by wicked 
hands have crucified and slain. 
Then in Peter we read of Him, 
“Who verily was foreordained be- 
fore the foundation of the world, 
but was manifest in these last 
times for you.” In Revelation 13: 
8, He was “the Lamb slain from 
the foundation of the world.” And 
T want to tell you, the cross was 


a 


no afterthought on the part of God, 
but before the foundation of the 
world Christ Jesus, God’s beloved 
Son, was set apart to go to the 


‘cross and there be our sacrifice for 


sin, for your sin and my sin. 

Now in the 5th verse of that 
chapter we see what took place on 
the mount of sacrifice. It was a 
transaction between Abraham and 
Isaac alone, for we notice that 
when he came tothe foot of the 
mountain, he left the two young 
men there and Abraham and Isaac 
went into the mountain alone to- 
gether. On the cross of Calvary 
the Lord Jesus, hanging there be- 
tween two thieves, was left alone 
when darkness came down on that 
scene, and for three hours no man 
was permitted to see what was go- 
ing on between the Son and the 
Father in glory. Oh, it is a beau- 
tiful type. Study your Book and 
see how things wonderfully fit in. 


Then the 6th verse says, ‘“‘Abra- 
ham took the wood of the burnt- 
offering, and laid it upon Isaac his 
son,” and we find on the morning 
of Calvary that wooden cross was 
laid upon Christ and that He was 
obedient, even to the death of the 
cross. 

And then in verses 7 to 14 we 
find how the altar. was built and 
the wood was placed thereon; how 
Isaac was bound. Then as Abra- 
ham was about ready to put the 
knife into his own son, God staid 
him and told him that there would 
be a ram to take Isaac’s place. So 
Abraham looked and saw a ram 
caught in the thicket, and then 
Isaac was taken up off the altar 
as one from the dead and the ram 
was sacrificed in his stead; 


And right in those three words, 
friends in radio land, we have the 
heart of the gospel, Christ dying 
in my stead on the cross of Cal- 
vary. And Isaiah 53:6 tells us, “the 
Lord laid upon Him the iniquity of 
us all.” There was no staying of 
His hand on the morning of Cal- 
vary, and when Christ cried, “My 
God, my God, why hast thou for- 
saken me?’’ He became sin who 
knew no sin that we might become 
the righteousness of God. He paid 
the penalty of your sin, and my sin. 
So I want you to see that tonight, 
that the sinner is bound by the 
cords of sin and the wrath of God 
abideth over Him and the knife of 
judgment is about to be put into 
the heart of every unregenerated 
man. God is not willing that any 
should perish but that all should 
come to the knowledge of repent- 
ance, and He is waiting. 


If you elect — now get this, 
please — if you elect,to dée in your 
sin you cannot go where Christ is 
and some day when the Son of 
Man comes to take vengeance on 
those who know not the gospel and 
obey not the gospel, the wrath of 
God will be poured out and you will 
experience in your own body, the 
judgment of God. But if you elect 
to come under the substitutionary 
work. of Christ on the cross, then 
you will pass from death unto life 
and that wrath will not be experi- 
enced and there will be “therefore 
now no condemnation to them that 
are in Christ Jesus’ (Rom. 8:1). 


That is the simplicity of the gos- 


pel. Will you believe? 


Then I am going on one or two 
steps further. We read in Hebrews 
11:17 to 19, “By faith Abraham, 
when he was tried, offered up 
Isaac: and he that had received 
the promises offered up his only 
begotten son. Of whom it was said, 
That in Isaac shall thy seed be 
called: Accounting that God was 
able to raise him up, even from the 
dead; from whence also he received 
him in a figure.” Here it is. It is 
a wonderful thing that three days 
passed from the time that Abra- 
ham received the command until 
he received Isaac, his son, back, 
for those three days Isaac was as 
good as dead. That is a typical 
picture of Christ who, died for. our 
sins, was buried and rose again 
the third day according to the 
Scriptures.

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I Quit Smoking; or, 
Cooper’s Last Stand 


For more than 40 years I had 
sucked up nicotine like a filling 
station sponge. Even at night I 
awakened many times and grabbed 
for a cigarette. I was 20 pounds 
underweight. I had no taste for 
food. I had smoker’s throat, a 
bronchial cough, smoker’s nerves, 
sinus, and spine—about as rigid 
as a rubber band. The fingers of 
both hands were stained a deep 
walnut. I was ashamed to open my 
mouth because of the thick nico- 
tine incrustations on my teeth, to 
say nothing of the brown fur on 
my tongue. I was a one-man fur- 
riace. 

I quit smoking. A single month 
brought about a great change. My 
smoker’s pulse which often had 
pounded along at 120, dropped 
back to a pleasant 72. I could real- 
ly taste and enjoy food for the 
first time in ten years. The smok- 
er’s throat cough, and sinus in- 
flamation were gone. Today, if I 
don’t sleep eight hours at a stretch, 
I complain about it. The only scar 
remaining is the wish that I'd done 
all this 25 years ago. 

Everybody who has studied the 
problem of smoking. avers that 
there is only one way to decrease 
the intake—and that is to stop al- 
together. J. C. Furnas recently 
made an exhaustive canvass of 
smokers; his principal finding was 
that you'll either cut smoking off 
short and take it on the chin, or 
you won't cut it out at all!

THE SWORD OF THE LORD 


Dallas Bible Institute 


For a number of years past it has 
been the dream and prayer of this 
editor that God would bring about 
the establishment of a Bible insti- 
tute in Dallas, Texas. As pastor 
there of the Galilean Baptist 
Church, I came to feel very heavi- 
ly the need for an interdenomina- 
tional, fundamentally-sound, evan- 
gelistic Bible institute. 

After delays, counsels, planning 
and prayers, that Bible institute 
has now been organized, and will 
soon meet for evening classes, pos- 
sibly in the Dallas Y. M. C. A. 
building. We believe, and others 
do, that eventually it should grow 
into a full time Bible institute, car- 
ing for the training of hundreds 
and thousands of young people in 
the Bible and soul winning and 
missionary work and other phases 
of Christian training. 

Dr. Robert J. Wells, the present 
pastor of the Galilean Baptist 
Church, has been elected as dean 
of the institute. He was active in 
the work of the Waterloo Bible In- 
stitute, Waterloo, Iowa, where he 
previously was pastor, and has 
done work in Moody Bible -Insti- 
tute. He is a thorough student, a 
sound Bible scholar, and a most 
energetic and useful Christian man. 

Others sponsoring the new Bible 
institute for the Texas city are 
Rev. Paul 8S. Bobb, pastor of the 
Westminster Presbyterian Church; 
Rev. Harlin J. Roper, pastor of the 
Scofield Memorial Church; Rev. W. 
E. Hawkins, director of the Radio 
Revival; Dr. Charles Feinberg, pas- 
tor of the Cumberland Presbyterian 
Church and professor in the Dallas 
Theological Seminary; Rev. Carl 
D. Hummel, secretary of the Cen- 
tral American Mission; Dr. C. Fred 
Lincoln, professor of English Bi- 
ble in the Dallas Theological Semi- 
nary; and some Christian laymen. 

The classes and organization will 
be patterned after those of Moody 
Bible Institute of Chicago, founded 
by D. L. Moody, and organized 
under the superintendency of Dr. 
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ARE MIRACLES 
AND HEALINGS 
FOR GENTILES? 


A reader writes, “Can you tell 
me if there is a place in the Bible 
where a Gentile performed a mir- 
acle or healed the sick? Give chap- 
ter and verse. I had a preacher 
tell me that it wasn’t in the Bible.” 

My answer is: There is a group 
of extra-smart, hair-splitting the- 
ologians who trouble the saints, 
teaching that most of God’s good 
things are for Jews only and not 
for Gentiles. Some of these teach 
that baptism was for Jews only, 
not for Gentiles. Others teach that 
gifts of the Spirit were for Jews 
only, not for Gentiles. And some 
teach that remarkable answers to 
prayer, healing of the sick in an- 
swer to prayer, and similar bless- 
ings were never for anybody but 
Jews. 

It is true that it is difficult to 
find a Bible account telling of how 
a Gentile man worked a miracle. 
But after all that is not very re- 
markable, since all the Bible, after 
the eleventh chapter of Genesis, 
through both the Old and New Tes- 
tament, is occupied with Jewish 
people. The prophets of the Old 
Testament were all Jewish proph- 
ets, the priests were all Jewish 
priests, the writers of the Old Tes- 
tament were all Jewish writers. In 
the New Testament all the twelve 
apostles were Jews, and every 
Christian worker that we know 
anything about in the New Testa- 
ment was a Jew. Very naturally, 
then, the miracles mentioned are 
principally in connection with 
Jews. 

Before me I have a list of the 
miracles of the Bible and it only 
takes two pages. Miracles were 
rare even in Bible times. And most 
of these miracles were either 
wrought by Jesus personally, or 
were wrought directly by God, 
without using human instruments. 
Not over a dozen men in the Bible, 
in narratives covering 4,000 years, 
are said to have worked miracles. 
Since the Bible deals so largely 
with Jews, it is to be expected that 
these men were Jews. 

In the first eleven chapters of the 
Bible, beforé Abraham was called, 
a number of miracles are men- 
tioned in connection with the cre- 
ation, the flood, the translation of 
Enoch. Later, there were miracles 
in connection with Pharaoh of 
Egypt, the miraculous dreams of 
Pharaoh, of his butler and of his 
baker. The wise men of Egypt 
miraculously turned their rods into 
serpents. However, that miracle 
was evidently done by Satanic pow- 
er. Enoch, seventh from Adam, 
had the miraculous gift of proph- 
ecy (Jude 14, 15), and Enoch was 
a Gentile, not a Jew. 

But consider how foolish it is to 
try to prove miracles were only for 
Jews by the incidental facts that 
not many miracles by Gentiles are 
recorded. How many gospel ser- 
mons by Gentiles were recorded in 
the Bible? Search through the Old 
and the New Testament and see. 
Does that prove that God never 
intended for Gentiles to preach? 


How many in the cases of Gen- 
tiles doing personal soul winning 
are recorded in the Bible? Can you 
think of one? I cannot think of a 
single case where a sermon by a 
Gentile is recorded, or a single 
soul winning experience of a 
Gentile is recorded. Does that 
prove that God does not want Gen- 
tiles to win souls? Obviously not! 


I believe that the marvelous deal- 
ings of God with Pharaoh in the 
time of Joseph, saving all the land 
of Egypt from famine, His wonder- 
ful dealing with the great city 
Nineveh through Jonah, and many 
similar Bible incidents, prove that 
God deals with Gentiles on exact- 
ly the same basis that He does 
with Jews, as far as answering 
prayer and showing His mighty 
power. 

American Indians are not men- 
tioned in the Bible. May we there- 
fore infer that God never intended 
the gospel to be preached to Ameri- 
can Indians? Or should we sup- 
pose that God has entirely different 
plans for them? That line of rea- 
son is no intelligent way of finding 
what the Bible teaches. 

But there are very definite state- 
ments in the Word of God about 
miracles and healings for Gentiles 
as well as Jews. For instance, the 
Great Commission as given in 
Mark 16:15 to 18 says: 

“And he said unto them; Go 
ye into all the world, and 
preach the gospel to cvery 


Should A Wife Tithe 
Husband’s Income 
Without His Consent? 


A Christian woman writes as 
follows: 

“I would like to tithe, but want 
you to tell me just how to do it. 
I am a mother of two daughters. 
My husband is as yet unsaved, and 
he does not believe in giving money 
for saving souls. Now, you know, 
a housewife does not have a chance 
to earn money of her own, but has 
to depend on her husband earn- 
ing the living, etc. Therefore, I 
can’t call the money my own. We 
get a check for about $20.00 every 
two weeks. Should I call half of 
it mine, $10.00, and take the tithe, 
one-tenth, out of that amount, or 
how should I do it? If I were 
earning money myself, it would be 
different. Will you tell me what 
you think would be a fair way to 
tithe, or should I call any of this 
money mine at all? I just get 
enough money to buy the groceries. 
What shall I do about it?” 

My answer to the dear lady is as 
follows: 
Dear Mrs. G 

Thank you for your renewal to 
The Sword of the Lord. 

You asked me how you should 
tithe, since your husband is as yet 
unsaved and does not believe in 
giving money for saving souls. 

I understand your heart’s desire, 
and it is right that you should 
want to give God the tithe. How- 
ever, in your case, there is a very 
clear rule given in Numbers, chap- 
ter 30. Verses 6 to 15 say: 

“And if she had at all an 
husband, when she vowed, or 
uttered ought out of her lips, 
wherewith she bound her soul; 

“7. And her husband heard 
it, and held his peace at her 
in the day that he heard it; 


then her vows shall stand, and 
her bonds wherewith she bound 
her soul shall stand. 


“8. But if her husband dis- 
allowed her on the day that he 
heard it; then he shall make 
her vow which she vowed, and 
that which she uttered with 
her lips, wherewith she bound 
her soul, of none effect: and 
the Lord shall forgive her. 


“9. But every vow of a 
widow, and of her that is di- 
vorced, wherewith they have 
bound their souls, shall stand 
against her. 


“10. And if she vowed in her 
husband’s house, or bound her 
soul by a bond with an oath; 

“11. And her husband heard 
it, and held his peace at her, 
and disallowed her not; then 
all her vows shall stand, and 
every bond wherewith she 
bound her soul, shall stand. 


“12, But if her husband hath 
utterly made them void on the 
day he heard them; then 
whatsoever proceeded out of 
her iips concerning her vows, 
or concerning the bond of her 
soul, shall not stand: her hus- 
band hath made them void; 
and the Lord shall forgive her. 


“13. Every vow, and every 
binding oath to afflict the soul, 
her husband may establish it, 
or her husband may make it 
void. 


“14. But if her husband al- 
together hold his peace at her 
from day to day; then he 
establisheth all her vows, or all . 
her bonds, which are upon her; 
he confirmeth them, because he 
held his peace at her in the 
day that he heard them. 

“15. But if he shall any 
ways make them void after 
that he hath heard them; then 
he shall bear her iniquity.” 


You see that God holds a hus- 
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creature. He that believeth and 
is baptized shall be saved; but 
he that believeth not shall be 


damned. 

“And these signs shall fol- 
low them that believe; In my 
name shall they cast out 
devils; they shall speak with 
new tongues; 

“They shall take up ser- 
pents; and if they drink any 
deadly thing, it shall not hurt 
them; they shall lay hands on 
the sick, and they shall re- 
cover.” 


Notice that this command is for 
literally “all the world,” and for 
“every creature,” and the signs 
that follow those who have faith 
for them include miracles and 
healings. One such clear state- 
ment in the Bible is sufficient an- 
swer to all the guesses of those who 
try to prove things by the silence 
of the Scripture. 

Take note that not all Jews who 
were converted were to have mi- 
raculous powers and blessings, but 
only those who had faith for them, 
and the same was true of Gentiles. 
The promise of miracles was not 
for every one saved, but for all 
who believed for the miracles. 

And certainly many, many prom- 
ises about answers to prayer in- 
volve miracles. For instance, the 
passage Mark 11:22-24. certainly 
speaks of “‘whosoever.”’ That would 
involve Gentiles and the promise 
of a mountain being cast into the 
sea or of “what things soever ye 
desire when you pray” would in- 
volve miracles. 

It is unscriptural to make a dif- 
ference between Jews and Gentiles 
in the way of salvation, in answers 
to prayer, in gifts of the Spirit, or 
any such thing. God has plans for 
Jews as a nation, to be regathered 
to Palestine, but individual Jews 
may have the same blessings as 
Gentiles now, no more, and no less. 
So Gentiles have the same bless- 
ings as Jews, no more and no less. 


band accountable for a woman’s 
vows to God. He may make them 
void or he may establish them. God 
holds your husband accountable for 
the money he earns. He does not 
hold. you accountable for the 
money your husband earns. 

So you must not take the money 
by deceit, or in violation of your 
husband’s orders. I think you 
should ask him for money to give 


and tell him why you think that<s—— 


proper and right. But tell him that 
you will do what he says about the 
money, since God is holding him 
responsible for it, not you. You 
might ask him if he is willing for 
you to take ten per cent of the 
money given you for groceries, and 
use that as a tithe. I think that 
would be proper, if your husband 
agrees. However, if he is not will- 
ing, then you should do as he says 
about the matter. God is holding 
your husband accountable for tith- 
ing his income. 
courage your husband to do that, 
or ask him to let you do it, but 
you should abide by his will in the 
matter. 

In this connection I hope you will 
read First Peter 3:1, 2, to see how 
God says for a woman to win her 
unsaved husband, by being sub- 
ject to him and obeying him. 


I pray that God will open your 
husband’s heart and teach him the 
joy of tithing, but far more, l- 


earnestly pray that he will be saved 
and give God his heart and all of 
his life, as well as merely a tithe. 
I enclose my booklet on “What 
Must I Do To Be Saved?” Will 
you ask your husband to read it? 
Will you earnestly pray that God 
will use this booklet to save him? 
Make it a matter of definite prayer 
and earnestly do your part, and let 
us expect God to bless.

by the time he is fifteen years old. 
We checked that audience, esti- 
mated at 650 people (the pastor 
said there were 625 chairs and that 
25 people were sitting in the win- 
dows and standing with some 
turned away), and saw that one 
out of eighty of that congregation 
was saved after they were fifty 
years old, and by far the large

And the 
personal work went on long after 
the service came to a close. People 
stood about in groups and talked 
and prayed with those unsaved. 
Out in the park away from the 
building, a man and woman were 
found on their knees beside an un- 
saved friend, praying for him!

times. In the combined Junior, In- 


_ termediate, Senior and Adult de- 


partments of the Sunday School we 
had a blessed service with more 
than twenty professions of faith, 
including one woman, a number of 
young people, and more Intermedi- 
ates, and a few Juniors. At eleven 
o'clock another young man was 
Saved and some came for mem- 
bership. In the young people’s 
meeting at night I spoke for a few 
minutes and a young man was won 
to Christ by the pastor. 

We had two happy weeks at the 
Galilee Baptist Church, and people 
were saved, the pastor announced, 
every night but one, as I remember. 

Yet, I am profoundly impressed 

that if we had had a place two or 
three times as large, we could have 
filled it just as easily, and we would 
have had many, many more souls 
saved.

dreds instead of dozens of souls. 

Through God’s great mercy, I 
have far more calls and invitations 
for revivals than I can possibly 
get to. Wherever possible, I hope 
to-accept union revivals or other 


large united efforts to win hundreds 
of souls, in big tents, tabernacles, 
theaters, city auditoriums and 
other big buildings where there is 
an opportunity to win many people 
and where those who promote the 
revivals have a vision. 


I specially thank God for the un- 
tiring energy and for the spiritual 
vision and wisdom of Pastor 
William F. Fox of Galilee Baptist 
Church. He talked with such detail 
to every convert and made the niat- 
ter so definite and plain. He visits 
the homes of every new convert 
for personal interview and prayer. 
But best of all, he went out among 
the people to win souls. Every 
night nearly he won souls from the 
congregation. God has given him 
wisdom and a tender heart and a 
pleasing way of approaching those 
who need the Saviour. Summed up,
